JOHN HOWERTON 



A Ymi| Man of This County, Reported 
Killed at Evansvills. 



New s reached here yesterday af- 
ternoon that John Howerton, a 
young man of this county was 
killed in Evansville Tuesday night. 
That a Crittenden county man was 
killed there Is verified by tele- 
phone, but identification of the dead 
hiijy is not complete enough to tell 
whether it is young Hovverton or 
not, though it looks that way. 
Friends of the young man went to 
Evansville on the 3 o'clock train. 

The Evansville Courier says: 

An unknown white man hailing 
from Marion, Ky., is lying in an un- 
conscious condition in the Deacon- 
ess hospital, caused b«' a blow on 
the head delivered by Jack Lasley, 
a negro. The occurrence took place 
at 3:30 o'clock TuesJa\' afternoon. 
His assailent is locked up. All that 
is known of the victim is that he 
registered at the Victoria hotel Mon- 
day. His name is so badly written 
that.all that can be deciphered are 
his initials which are J. H. From 
appearance he was adjudged a far- 
mer, 27 years of age, weighs about 
I so poudds, I)i6i dark hair and eyes. 
Many conflicting jeports of what 
lead to the assault are rumored 
about, but no eye witnesses to the 
affair could t>e located. According 
to tbe negro, Lasley, the man had 
Cflled him vile names and otherwise 
provoked him that he "took a smash 
at hin." Lasley was working at 
tbe time repairing the railroad track 
in Division street. Another side 
to the story is -that the negro had 
quarrelled with the man and in the 
heat of anger struck him with an 
ax. When picked up and carried 
to the hospital, an examination 
showed slight scalp wouuds and 
blood flowing from the left ear. 
tverything jxissible was done to re- 
vive him, but all proved of no avail. 
He died at 3:10 this morning."

In the case of the sun, for 
instance, which, as already stated, is 
93,000,000 miles awoy, the light reaches 
us in only 8 minutes and 19 seconds. 
Now imagine what a "light hour" or a 
"light year" must mean. 

We all know that the atar nearest 
to the earth la our aun, and that ac- 
cording to A commonly accepted the- 
ory the other atara that seem to uh 
mere specks are also suns with their 
planets and moons like the solar sy-M- 
tem. Ixioking up at the heavens on n 
clear night we may well conceive that 
Nome of these atara are so fur away 
that it will take the light mueh longer 
than right ntinates— an hour, two, 
three or four hours, possibly, to reaeli 
us. Perhaps, we think, there might be

ter. Seiciiie lias not yet licfinitrly

which the luilUy way niiirks the out 
v\'ard edge. That is to say, astrono- 
mers reason that all thu stars wa 
know are s])read out on a big pl.mc. 
Home of theiii nuiy bo trillions and 
trillions of miles uway at a perpen- 
dicular to our planet, but this di- 
mension is trivial compared with ths 
horiiontal dimension — just us u 
poncake may be thick, but is thin 
nevertheleoa compared with ita horU 
zontal dimension. 

Sometimes stars have been "discov- 
ered" long before they were seen, 
simply by noticing some minute de- 
flection in the path of a known star. 
This, for instance, was the catn with 
the planet Neptune. The paths of 
the erratic comets are known, and 
reference to a chart will readily tell 
an astronomer at what time this 
or that famous comet will return. 
The one espied in IS.IS, for example, 
will return after a trip of 1S,000,000.. 
000 miles in Die year A. P. 3820. By 
these calculations historians, also, 
have been aided; for the plicnomciia 
deserilied in iineiint times were 
traced, and iiuportatit dates of bat- 
tles have been tl\ed, 

Hy calculations mi the star of Hcth- 
lehem we know that .lesus of Naz- 
areth was born four years before 
tke date ussi),'ned for tlir beplniiing 
of the Christian era- a date that his- 
toriana for centuries were incapable of 
fixing accurately. One of the most 
startling results of astro-historical 
research has been accomplished in ref- 
erence to Kgyptian anthology. In 
thia case the astronomers have fig- 
ured on the processions of the equi- 
noxes, the poles swinging around in 
a small circle once every 26,000 years, 
thus changing the aspect of the 
heavena from the earth's point of 
view. Aa a result they profess t > 
know that some of the events In ths 
ralley of fhe Mile transpired as long 
aa 18,000 years ago, upsetting the 
claima of Uatorlaae, and forcing geoV 
oglste to revlee their flgurea.
